Road upgrade sought for Rte. 38

Following initial meetings with 
the Wilmington planning director, 
the town engineer, and repre- 
sentatives of the Wilmington Re- 
development Authority (WRA), 
Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
has proposed the town make ifaffie 
improvements on Main Street (Rte. 
38) and combine those improve- 
ments into one comprehensive 
project. In the past, Stapczynski has 
been vocal about the need to create 
an extra lane by Wilmington Plaza 
to facilitate traffic movement in 
this area. 
In a May 18 memo to Wilmington 
selectmen, Stapezynski outlined the 
steps needed to get a traffic study 
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underway to improve the Main 
Street corridor from Middlesex 
Avenue to Richmond ‘Street (Rte. 
129). He said the first step would 
be for selectmen to endorse the 
project so the WRA can prepare a 
plan of the area as well as a Request 
for Proposals for a traffic con- 
sultant. According to WRA Chair- 
man Jay Donovan, he expects to 
meet with selectmen and, hope- 
fully, get their endorsement on 
June 11, 

Some local businesses which abut 
Main Street have already offered to 
help fund the project. WRA mem- 
bers suggested the Chamber of 
Commerce help bring the abuttors 
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together so property owners could 
be briefed on the objective of the 
traffic study, the resources needed 
to complete the study, and a way to 
share the cost. Once the RFP is 
drawn up, the town would receive 
bids and award a contract to com- 
plete the study. 

Donovan said the project will 
likely be done in three phases. 
After an initial study is made, at an 
approximate cost of between $5000 
and $10,000, a larger study awill be 
done to come up with an overall 
design to improve the road. After 
that, construction would get 
underway and be paid for out of 
state and federal funds.

Parents’ support vital 
if student not promoted

Teachers planning to retain a 
child at the end of the school year 
need the support of the parents, 
according to a group of Wilming- 
ton educators. 

At last week's school committee 
meeting, school principals said 
parents need to view a retention in 
€ positive light and cooperate with 
the school or the student may 
develop problems at a later date. 
The principals each explained their 
retention policy and why it is 
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important to treat cach child as an 
individual. 

"All children develop at different 
rates. It has to be individualized,” 
said Woburn Street School Prin- 
cipal Dolores Silva, She explained 
that some students can only go so 
far in understanding the material 
presented and it was the school's 
job to accept these students "where 
they are.” 

Silva explained that elementary 
teachers evaluate students cach 
year and make their recommen- 
dations to the parents. After other 
input is received from the school, a 
de- cision is made whether or not 
to keep a child back another year. 
If a parent disagrees with the 
teacher's decision, he or she can 
speak to the principal. 

"We have to think what is best for 
the child,” said Silva, adding that 
often a child may be left back for 
developmental or emotional rea- 
sons. 

Elementary students are most 
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often retained in the lower grades, 
said the principal, and reading 
plays a large part in determining 
which children will be retained in 
first grade. 

West Intermediate Principal 
James Jordan explained the mid- 
school policy. He said intermediate 
students who fail four or more 


classes must repeat a grade, If a 
child fails two or three major 
subjects, he has to attend summer 
school to make up the courses and 
Stay with his class. 

"Our main goal is not to retain a 
student,” Jordan said, but to use 
such resources as tutors, basic 
skills courses, and the resource 
room to bring a student up to an 
acceptable level. Jordan said he has 
been able to keep retentions to a 
“minimum.” at his school. 

Michael Tikonoff, principal of 
the North Intermediate, added that 
both he and Jordan are beginning 
to look at a student's "learning 
style" in order to match the 
youngster with a teacher who uses 
a certain methodology. 

"I don't sce this (retention) as a 
major concern," said high school 
Principal Paul Fleming. Fleming 
explained that in his building, the 
emphasis is on success and students 
are closely scrutinized by teachers 
and guidance personnel as they 
proceed from one grade to the 
next. 

School committeemen thanked 
the principals for their input. 


Peggy Kane suggested administra- 
tors tighten up pre-screening to 
avoid retention in the early grades. 
Bob Surran noted that teachers 
seem to be taking a commonsense, 
individual approach to the reten- 
tion problem which will help a 
youngster succeed in school. 

Both Silva and board chairman 
Dr. Shirley Callan questioned if the 
schools are expecting too much of 
kindergarten and first grade stu- 
dents. They pointed out these 
youngsters are expected to achieve 
a lot and learn many skills at once. 


Wilmington seeks to confirm | 
legality of truck ban

In what is turning out to be the 
saga of the Salem Street truck 
exclusion, one Wilmington select- 
men suggested Tuesday the town 
sue the DPW for not following 
through on its initial approval of 
the truck ban. Selectmen, however, 
did not go along with the sug- 
gestion. 

During their meeting, selectmen 
attempted to backtrack and recall 
exactly what approval had been 
given to the town as they tried to 
determine if the present signs ban- 
ning trucks over ten tons were 
legal. Chester Bruce, who suggest- 
ed the suit, maintained that his 
board had received a letter approv- 
ing the ban. Chairman Bob Dou- 
cette said, while the board had 
received a letter saying the appro- 


val had been processed, the town 
never received another letter issu- 
ing a permit for the ban. 

Newest selectman Mark Haldane 
raised the whole issue Tuesday. He 
said he had been in touch with 
Steve Frymer of the engineering 
department of the Dept. of Public 
Works. He said Frymer was the 
author of a May 1 letter signed by 
Chief Engineer George Turner to 
Wilmington selectmen. That letter 
reportedly stated that once the 
town complies with certain cri- 
teria, the DPW would issue the 
necessary permit. However, said 
Haldane, it appears state officials 
changed their minds after being 
threatened with a lawsuit by 
Tewksbury selectmen. Frymer told 
Haldane no permit would be 
forthcoming until Wilmington 
worked out a compromise with 


Day care program 
under review

The Wilmington School Depart- 
ment is currently exploring ways 
to create a year-round extended 
day care center on the first floor of 
the Swain School. At least four 
companies in the Wilmington 
Business/ School Partnership pro- 
gram have expressed a willingness 
to help out financially to get the 
program off the ground. 

"At this point in time, it's all 
stricly exploratory,” School Sup- 
erintendent William Fay told the 
Town Crier Tuesday. 

Last week, members of the school 
committee voted four to one to 
give the superintendent the 
authority to continue investigating 
the project. Dr. Shirley Callan, 
chairman, abstained because she 
wanted to learn more about a day 
care program in Methuen. 
Members Peggy Kane and Andrea 
Paglia were not in attendance for 
that portion of the meeting. 

If the day care center runs along 
the lines of similar programs in 
other towns, said Fay, it would be 
open from 7 a.m. to 6 p.m. five 
days a week and would service 
infants through 12 years old. Fay 
said he hopes to start the program 
in September. However, he added, 
there could be some delay because 
of all the planning that still needs to 


be done and refurbishing work 
needed to bring the Swain School 
up to standard. 

Public Buildings Superintendent 
Roger Lessard estimates that it 
could cost $15,000 to bring the 
Swain School in compliance with 
state day-care codes. Fay said ICI 
Resins, Analog Devices, Dynamics 
Research, and Edwards High Va- 
cuum International would be wil- 
ling to help pay for the necessary 
renovations. He added he will be 
meeting with company represen- 
tatives this Thursday to further 
discuss the proposal. 

At the school committee meeting 
Wednesday, Fay said local bus- 
inessmen approached him with the 
idea of the center and, since then, 
surveys were taken and adminis- 
trators looked at programs in other 
towns to get a sense of costs and 
feasibility. Fay said in excess of 
100 parents are interested in the 
day care center, which would be 
self- supporting. 

The superintendent told this 
paper, after looking at a day care 
model in Chelmsford, he was 
“quite convinced it will cost the 
town nothing and could even 
generate some income." 

Fay plans to bring any further 
recommendations to the board's 
attention,

Jepson honored for

estale assets,

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Tewksbury.Tewksbury selectmen

times and bad. During his tenure, the town saw unprecedented 
residential and industrial growth, a lengthy renovation of 
Wilmington High School, and the construction of additional

cars, Wilmington successfully fought a sludge 
plant and began a recycling effort to improve both the 
environment and the town's financial situation. Buzz showed 
foresight in creating a Strategic Management Committee to 
address long-term issues and in secking a feasibility study to 
look at the outdated police and fire facilities. The town manager 
supported a moratorium on the sale of town land, the 
construction of a new water treatment plant and low-income and 
elderly housing, the creation of an affordable housing task 
force, and new underground tank and groundwater protection 
bylaws. In addition, he displayed an uncanny ability in financial 
and budgetary matters and was quick to pursue opportunities 
like the recent emergency state aid windfall. 

Buzz handpicked loyal town employees who, for the most part, 
were able to work together as a team. He allowed department 
heads to run their departments with minimal, if any, 
interference and brought on board experts in such areas as 
health, engincering, building, town planning, and conservation. 

To this reporter, Buzz was always available and quick to 
respond to questions and requests, despite his busy work 
schedule, Others say they, too, found the town manager to be 
available to the public. Often this open-door policy, coupled 
with his burdensome responsibilities, would extend Buzz's work 
day well beyond 4:30 p.m. 

Buzz was visible around town. Whether it was running along 
Glen Road, volunteering on Saturdays at the Recycling 
Drop-Off Center, participating in Fourth of July activities, or 
attending Rotary or Eagle Scout ceremonies, Buzz was always a 
participant in his town. 

Though they were, in effect, his bosses, Wilmington's 
selectmen worked hand in hand with Buzz and seemed to hold a 
deep regard for his professional ability. Buzz, in tum, was loyal 
to the sclectmen and rarely, if ever, said a word against any 
decision they made. 

Not everything was a bed of roses, though. There were times 
when Buzz was on the proverbial hot seat and felt the ire of local 
citizens and, sometimes, even his own finance committee. He 
was the man people loved to blame when anything went wrong 
in town. Under such pressure, Buzz would remain calm and 
tight-lipped and wait for the storm to pass. 

Wilmington's loss, as of June 4, will be Andover's gain as Buzz 
moves on to other challenges as Andover Town Manager. In 
parting we can only say we wish you and your family well, 
Buzz. Wilmington won't be the same without you at the helm. 


Dogs could feel the budget crunch 


There are a couple of dogs sitting in a kennel in Stoneham who 
might become very real victims of Wilmington's budget crunch 

For the past two years, Wilmington has not had its own dog 
pound. After the old dog pound on McDonald Read was closed in 
1988, the town made plans to build a new pound. A site was 
selected, and money was budgeted. But when some people objected 
to the location, the selectmen backed off on the plans, and the pound 
was not built. Time passed, the year ended, and the money went 
back into "free cash." Since then, there hasn't been any money 
available. ‘ : 

This means that any dogs corralled by the dog catcher have to be 
taken to a kennel. The kennel bid went to a Stoneham veterinary 
clinic, Central Animal Hospital, The place is owned by Dr. Howard 
Hutchins, and his staff does a wonderful job of taking care of the 
dogs.

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backyard gardening

Memorial Day weekend, with 
picture perfect weather, signals the 
start of the real outdoor gardening 
season. No more worries of frost 
or extended cool spells. We will 
soon witness June busting out all 
over. 

Here are some "do's" and 
“don'ts” to consider, as we tum up 
our gardening activities a notch or 
two. 

First, the "do's"; 

Visit your garden supply centers 
this weekend. Look for stocky 
young flower and vegetable plants 
- stay away from the tall and 
spindly specimens 

As you plant your vegetable 
garden, be sure to rotate your 
planting sites relative to last year's 
garden, Planting your tomatoes, 
peppers, beans, and carrots in the 
same spot year after year 
inevitably leads to a buildup of root 
chewing insects in the soil. 

Purchase and spread composted 
cow manure on your vegetable 
garden prior to setting out your 
plants. Apply at a rate of 40 pounds 
(the standard available bag) per 

100 square feet. Work the manure 
into the top six inches of soil and 
your plants will receive enough 
nutrients to get them off to a fast 
start 

If necessary, do some selective 
thinning or pruning of tees and 
shrubs on the east and south sides 
of your garden. Open up the area 
so that your plants will receive at 
least five hours of direct sun a day. 
Less than this and the plants will 
become tall and scraggly,and 
susceptible to diseases later on 

Among the "don'ts"; 

Wait another week or 10 days 
before planting your cucumber and 

‘squash seeds. The soil is warming 
rapidly, but is still too cool for 
these heat loving crops 

Hold off planting radishes for 
another week also, after which 
most of the white grubs will have 

exited the soil 

Don't mulch your flower and 


vegetable plants until mid June, in 
order to allow the soil to 
thoroughly warm up. After June 
15, keep a good three to four 
inches of grass clippings,rotting 
leaves or peat moss around your 
plants to conserve moisture, hold 
weeds down, keep soil 
temperatures constant and add to 
the organic content of the garden, 

Don't water the garden every day 
or two. This encourages shallow 
rooted plants which will not do * 
well during the intense heat of July 
and August. A once a week deep 
soaking (unless it rains hard during 
the week) is all that is necessary for 
a mulched garden. 

Don't forget to thoroughly soak 
your newly set out vegetables and 
flowers. If there is one "secret" to 
successful transplanting, it is to 
keep the young plants wet for the 
first two weeks, 

Don't begin using insecticides 
before you observe the first signs 
of insect damage, and then only 
sparingly. If you have not tried 
using the non toxic line of "Safer" 
insect control sprays, give them a 
trial this summer, Although not 
quite as efficient as Sevin and 
Methoxychlor, these will do an 
adequate job if used as directed. 
The honeybees, ladybugs and 
praying mantisess will thank you 
for not using the more destructive 
toxic agents. 

Don't forget to try at least one 
new vegetable this year. This helps 
to keep your enthusiasm high right 
through the summer.

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backyard gardening 


by Hugh Wiberg 

Memorial Day weekend, with 
picture perfect weather, signals the 
Start of the real outdoor gardening 
season. No more worries of frost 
or extended cool spells. We will 
soon witness June busting out all 
over. 

Here are some and 
don'ts” to consider, as we turn up 
our gardening activities a notch or 
two 

First, the "do's"; 

Visit your garden supply centers 
this weekend. Look for stocky 
young flower and vegetable plants 

slay from the tall and 
spindly specimens 

As you plant your vegetable 
garden, be sure to rotate your 
planting sites relative to last year's 
garden. Planting your tomatoes, 
peppers, beans, and carrots in the 
same spot year after year 
inevitably leads to a buildup of root 
chewing insects in the soil 

Purchase and spread composted 
manure on vegetable 
garden prior to setting out your 
plants. Apply ata rate of 40 pounds 
(the standard available bag) per 
100 square feet. Work the manure 
into the top six inches of soil and 
your plants will receive enough 
nutrients to get them off to a fast 
start

thinning or pruning of wees and 
Shrubs on the east and south sides 
of your garden, Open up the area 
so that your plants will receive at 
least five hours of direct sun a day 
Less than this and the plants will 
become tall and scraggly,and 
susceptible to diseases later on. 

Among the “don'ts 

Wait another week or 10 days 
before planting your cucumber and 
squash seeds. The soil is warming 
rapidly, but is still too cool for 
these heat loving crops. 

Hold off planting radishes for 
another week also, after which 
most of the white grubs will have 
exited the soil 

Don't mulch your flower and 


If necessary, do some 


vegetable plants until mid June, in 
order to allow the soil to 
thoroughly warm up. After June 
15, keep a good three to four 
inches of grass clippings,rotting 
leaves or peat moss around your 
plants to conserve moisture, hold 
weeds down, keep soil 
temperatures constant and add to 
the organic content of the garden. 

Don't water the garden every day 
or two. This encourages shallow 
rooted plants which will not do 
well during the intense heat of July 
and August. A once a week deep 
soaking (unless it rains hard during 
the week) is all that is necessary for 
a mulched garden. 

Don't forget to thoroughly soak 
your newly set out vegetables and 
flowers. If there is one "secret" to 
successful transplanting, it is to 
keep the young plants wet for the 
first wo weeks. 

Don't begin using insecticides 
before you observe the first signs 
of insect damage, and then only 
sparingly. If you have not tried 
using the non toxic line of "Safer" 
insect control sprays, give them a 
trial this summer. Although not 
quite as efficient as Sevin and 
Methoxychlor, these will do an 
adequate job if used as directed 
The honeybees, ladybugs. and 
praying mantisess will thank you 
for not using the more destructive 
toxic agents 

Don't forget to try at least one 
new vegetable this year. This helps 
to keep your enthusiasm high right 
through the summer.

Tewksbury P.I. 
checks out the KGB 


Bob Kerber is Tewksbury's own 
Columbo, without the rumpled 
Khaki raincoat. The owner of New 
England Forensic Laboratories, 
Kerber proudly describes himself 
as a forensics man, specializing in 
arson investigations. His duties go 
beyond that of any private 
investigator. 

In May of 1989 Kerber joined 
over 50 of his colleagues nation- 
wide in an unprecedented fact 
finding mission to the Soviet Union. 
The delegation of the American 
Academy of Forensic Science spent 
three weeks traveling from Moscow 
to the Russian Ukraine studying 
Soviet techniques in homicide and 
other criminal investigations. 

Hosted by the Soviet Ministry of 
Internal Affairs, comparable to our 
own justice department, Kerber and 
his colleagues were the first 
American law enforcement people 
to be invited to the U.S.S.R. 

Kerber said that his wip started 
skeptically, not knowing to what 
extent his Soviet hosts would reveal 
their secretive world of criminal 
investigation and forensics, But as 
the trip progressed, Kerber "was 
baffled" by the openness which 
developed. "We went from city to 
city not knowing what would take 
place or what they'd show us -- but 
the more we traveled the more we 
learned and the more doors were 
open to us," said Kerber. 

Despite their rigid government, 
complete with secret police and a 
visible domestic military, the So- 
viets are not immune to crime. 
Kerber and his group visited 
countless forensic labs kept busy 
investigating a host of homicides. 

Like the United States, murder in 
the Sovict Union is most often a 
crime of passion according to 
Kerber. But unlike the U.S. the 
Soviets don't seem to link any part 
of their crime problem to drugs. 
"They are starting to make their 
first studies on drugs, but they 
seemed to ignore the problem for 
the most part," said Kerber. 

Kerber said the Sovicts' inves- 


tigation techniques concerning 
crime are sophisticated to an extent, 
but that they lack the modern 
technology of American forensics. 
"I found out that people there were 
interested in how. western equip- 
ment, especially computers, could 
help them solve crimes", said 
Kerber. 

Kerber and his team provided 
some valuable secrets of the trade to 
their Soviet counterparts, The first 
was "superglue", considered stan- 
dard equipment in American 
forensics. "Superglue" is a fuming 
technique for discovering latent 
fingerprints at the scene of a crime. 
It will take fingerprints. off 
anything, according to Kerber, and 
the Soviets would like to import this 
product from the West. 

As arson is the particular 
expertise for Kerber, he took a 
special interest in a fire 
investigation taking place during his 
visit. Bob recommended that his 
Soviet hosts use G-C, or a Gas

Cromatagraph, which can detect 
petroleum products on personal 
clothing and bedding recovered 
from the scene of a suspicious fire. 
"Arson is frequently a means of 
covering up a homicide in our 
country, and I thought this might be 
the case in Russia as well", said 
Kerber. 

The highlight of Kerber's trip 
may have been a visit with the KGB. 
Agents from the infamous Soviet 
state police lectured the American 
delegation as they were welcomed 
to KGB headquarters in Moscow. 
"They told us who they were and 
discussed they're theories on state 
security and crime", said Kerber. 

As the trust between the visiting 
Americans and their Soviet 
counterparts grew over the course 


of the three week trip, a special 
opportunity presented itself. Ker- 
ber's colleague Dr. Tom Streed, 
from the San Diego Sheriff's 
Department and considered the 
foremost authority in the \U.S. on 
serial murders, was allowed to 
accompany Soviet authoritics on an 
actual murder investigation at the 
scene of the crime. 

"I was absolutely amazed that they 
showed us what they did. I had 
thought that Glassnost was just'a 
mirage, but they really opened the 
door wide open", said Kerber. 

Kerber's trip to the Soviet Union 
coincided with the first major 
structural changes to occur in their 
criminal justice system, For the 
first time, the government would 
pay for defense counsels for those 
accused of committing a crime. * 

Since Kerber's trip, the Soviets 
have been infected by the same bug 
which has made Americans crazed 
with crime investigation and mys- 
tery fantasies. The television series 
"America's Most Wanted" has just 
started a special Soviet version, and 
Kerber expects that Angela Lans- 
bury may be brushing up on her 
Russian at this very moment. 

Kerber's said his trip was an eye- 
opener, and reinforced his personal 
sentiment that life in the Soviet 
Union is similar to life in our own 
country. Crime is a daily event, and 
forensic science plays a critical role 
in investigating murders and bring- 
ing people to justice. 

The Tewksbury forensic specia- 
list's trip ended on a personal note. 
He and his wife met a young boy 
named Zviad Curuli from Tablisi, 
Georgia, U.S.S.R. Zviad has‘a 
fascination with America, and is 
trying to arrange a passport so that 
he can come to Tewksbury High 
School and live with the Kerber 
family. Kerber describes Zviad as a 
“basketball fanatic" who listens to 
Celtics games on the Voice of 
America. Before his departure Ker- 
ber was told by Zviad that the one 
thing he wanted the most in Ame- 
rica was a picture of Larry Bird.

A good year for morels

Morels are a type of mushroom 
which are rarely seen by the 
average individual. The writer, 
every year during the month of 

» May tells Town Crier readers to be 
on the alert, and watch for them. 
Morels are not large, and have 
wrinkled heads. There are several 
kinds, of which one kind grows 
only in this part of New England. 

As a result of the stories in the 
Town Crier the writer, every year 
during May gets telephone calls 
from Wilmington and Tewksbury 
readers who have discovered some 
morels growing near their homes. 

The readers are to be described as 
curious, but they do not want to 
take chances, They do not want to 
eat the morels, As a consequence 
Larz gets them. 

Larz puts the date for morels 
"about May 15." But this year has 
shown his schedule was too tight. 

The first telephone call this year 
was on May 5, and Ann Berghaus 
of Chestnut Street, Wilmington 
called on May 21, That betokens a 
16 day spread, which, on 
reflection, sounds about right. 

Ann's morels were the largest 
that Larz has ever seen, about six to 
six and a half inches long, which is 
about 50 percent larger than usual. 


Her picture, with one of the 
morels, was taken, for use in the 
Town Crier. Ann joked that, for 
years, she has been trying to pick 
the first garden peas, but was never 
able to do so, Now she is to get her 
picture in the paper because of a 
few morels. 

The Wall Street Journal, 
incidentally, had a front page story 
about morels in Michigan, a state 
where they may sometimes be 
found in profusion. According to 
the Journal on May 22, morels, in 
that state sell for $25 a pound. One 
morel picker, the Journal said, 
averages over $4 thousand a year 
from picking morels. 

Chestnut Street in Wilmington, 
produced the most readers this 
year who had found morels - a total 
of three. 

Walter Hinxman and Ann 
Berghaus found morels for the 
first time, Each has said they will 
be watching in the future. 

Barbara Buck didn't call Larz. 
She had done that a few years ago, 
and she learned as a consequence 
that there was no danger in the 
eating of morcls. Barbara found 
some again this year. 

Yes, she ate them. She didn't call 
Larz.

Flower arrangements prepared at 
home often need support systems to 
help their stems stand tall. For small 
bouquets, “frogs” may provide all the 
anchoring that is needed.

DelGrosso right 
man for TMHS 


After years of waiting in the wings, Joe DelGrosso is a head football 
coach. The longtime Tewksbury High School defensive backfield coach 
was named unanimously to the Redmen top job Wednesday night, 
taking over for Bob Aylward, who is leaving after 16 years at the 
TMHS' helm to guide the fortunes of the potentially powerful Nashua 
High School football squad. 

The school committee pointed to budget cuts and the lack of applicants 
while selecting DelGrosso, but this appointment should not be tainted 
by these tough fiscal times. 

DelGrosso knows what makes this program and its' athletes tick after 
spending 13 years along the sideline wih Aylward. He coached both 
the varsity players on this current team and the junior varsity players 
who will be integrated into the Redmen varsity over the next two 
seasons, He is the right man for what should be a very tough job in 
replacing the popular and highly successful Aylward, who recently was 
introduced to the Nashua parents, players and boosters at the Nashua 
Country Club. 

The school department reportedly received only eight calls 
concerning the head coaching position, strange when you consider that 
Tewksbury has built a superb gridiron tradition under Aylward. It is 
not so strange when you consider the callers were told that there was no 
teaching position to go with the football job. That information led to 
just three applicants, with DelGrosso the lone prospect from 
Tewksbury. 

Not only does Joe know TMHS football, he is well versed in the school 
tudget cuts, past, present and future, Last August DelGrosso lost his 
position as in-house suspension supervisor at TMHS when that job was 
eliminated by budget cuts. He stayed on as a TMHS assistant after he 
applied and lost out on the head football job at Lowell High School. He 
since has secured a position with the state department of corrections. 

The new TMHS coach also knows that the future will be marked by 
more teaching cuts, user fees and fundraisers designed to help the 
players and parents with the rising costs of playing high school football 
in 1990. 

What is most important in the hiring of DelGrosso is that his loyalty 
to Tewksbury and Aylward has been rewarded. He knows the players 
and will now hope to retain at least one or two members of the current 
TMHS staff. Gary Ballou, the junior varsity coach along with 
DelGrosso, has indicated that he would like to return, but fellow 
assistants Connie Barry and Emie Lightfoot are unsure whether they 
will return to the TMHS fold. The fourth assistant, Jim Kastritis, has 
already accepted a position on the Bishop Guertin coaching staff. 

The school committce has indicated the assistant jobs will be open for 
applications until June 6, with the current coaching staff given first 
preference,

1.0 Purpose 

The Tewksbury Board of Health is 
responsible for the protection of the 
Public Health and Welfare in the Town of 
Tewksbury. In an effort to t the 
public, the following regulations are 

mulgated to supplement those of Title 
of the State Environmental Code: 
Minimum Requirements for the 
Subsurface Disposal of Sanitary Sewage. 

2.0 Authorit 

2.1 These repulasiodk are adopted under 
the authority of M.G.L. Chapter 111, 
Sections 31 and 127, as well as 310 
CMR 11.02, Title I and 310 CMR 15.00, 
Title V, of the State Environmental Code. 

3.0 Applicability 

3.1 These regulations shall apply to all 
installations of septic systems in the 
Town of Tewksbury, for both 
commercial and residential. 

3.2 These regulations shall supersede 
all previous regulations pertaining to 
septic systems. 

4.0 Definitions 

4.1 Unless otherwise defined in these 
regulations, all definitions shall be those 
used in 310 CMR 15,00, Title V.

5.4 System components 

A. The minimum size septic tank shall 
have a capacity of 1,500 gallons. 

B. The minimum size grease trap for 
restaurants shall have a capacity of 5,000 
gallons, unless otherwise waived at the 
discretion of the Health Director or the 
Board of Health. 

C. When a leaching field or trench is 
utilized, the minimum square footage 
required under 310.CMR 15.03(e) shall 
be increased by 50%. 

5.5. System setbacks, The 
following setbacks shall be required, in 
addition to those of Tide V: 

‘A. No leaching facility shall be installed 
within 100 feet of any stream, open 
waters or other Tewksbury waters. 

B. All system components shall be 
located on the lot which said system 
serves. 

5.6. Groundwater, The bottom of 
every leaching facility shall be at least 
four feet above the most probable high 
water mark, as determined by the Health 
Inspector and the design engineer. No 
high water determinations shall be done 
other than during the period determined 
by the Board of Health and the Health 
Director.

5.7 Site plan changes, Any time 
there is a change in the sile plan approved 
by the Board of Health? a revised plan 
shall be filed for approval before work 
continues. This shall include, but not be 
limited to, a change in the location of any 
septic system component, structure, or 
yer item that may affect the location 
or oj ion of the septic system. 

6.0 Installation 

6.1 Inspection, Every septic system 
shall be inspected by the Health 
Department prior to backfilling. 

‘A. The number of inspections shall be 
whatever the health inspector deems are 
necessary. No system shall be covered 
without the approval of the inspector. 

B. The issuance of a Certificate of 
Compliance shall not be a guarantee that a 
system will work properly. The Design 
Engineer or Sanitarian, as well as the 
installer, shall be responsible for ensuring 
that the sysicm is installed in such away 
that it will function as intended. 


6.2 Asbuilt, An asbuilt plan shall be 
submitted each time a septic system is 
installed or repaired. 

A. The applicant shall be responsible 
for submitting a Certified Asbuilt to the 
Health Department. Said asbuilt shall 
include the location of the system on the 
lot, as well as elevations of all system 
inverts and top of foundation elevations. 
It shall be considered a Certified Asbuilt 
only if it contains a statement that the 
installed system meets all applicable 
codes and regulations, and if it is stamped 
and signed by a Professional Engineer or 
Registered Sanitarian. A stamp and 
signature of a Registered Land Surveyor 
may also be required when the Health 
Inspector deems it necessary. 

B. When a system is repaired, the 
installer shall submit an asbuilt to the 
Health Department 

C. No Certificate of Compliance shall 
be issued until an asbuilt has been 
teceived 

7.0 Maintenance 

7.1 General, Every owner or agent 
of premises in which there are any private 
sewers, individual septic systems, or 
other means of sewage disposal shall 
keep said sewers and systems in proper 
working order. Should a sewer or septic 
system be found to be in a state of failure, 
the Board of Health or its agent shall 
order said owner or agent to cause the 
system to be pumped and/or repaired. 
Should said owner or agent fail to pump 
or repair the system within a time 
specified by the Board, the Board may 
cause it to be pumped or repaired, with 
the owner assuming all costs. 

7.2 Pumping, Only Licensed 
Pumpers shall be allowed to pump septic 
systems. All wastes removed from a 
septic system or sewer shall be disposed 
of in a manner consistent with guidelines 
established by the Department of 
Environmental Protection and the 
Tewksbury Board of Health. Under no 
circumstances shall raw sewage be 
discharged on any’land within the Town 
of Tewksbury without the approval of the 
Board of Health. All pumpers shall 

comply with any pumping manifest 
system implemented by the Board.

8.3 Failed systems The owner or 
other persons having control of an 
building, residential or commercial, 
which has a failed septic system and from 
which a public or’ private sewer is 
adjacent to the property and readily 
available shall cause such building to be 
connected with said sewer within 30 days 
of detestion of said failure. 

9.0 Variance 

9.1 Procedure Variance to any of 
these regulations may be requested in 
writing to the Board of Health. When 
such a request is received, a hearing shall 
be scheduled and conducted in con- 
formity with the standards and pro- 
cedures established in Title V, and at the 
cost of the applicant. 


9.2 Approval Variances shall be 
granted only under the following 
conditions: 

A. Strict enforcement of these 
regulations will constitute manifest 
injustice. AND 

B. The granting of the variance shall 
not in any way impair the public or 
environmental health or safety. 

9.3. Conditions The Board of 
Health may impose any conditions it 
deems appropriate in order to protect the 
public and environmental health. 

10.0. Penalties 

10.1. Anyone found in violation of 
these regulations shall be fined, upon 
conviction, $200.00. 

10.2. Any party that is issued a 
permit or license by the Board of Health, 
and is found to be in violation or these 
regulations, or those of Title V, may be 
subject to the immediate suspension or 
revocation of said permit or license. 

11.0. Severability 

11.1. If any provision of these 
regulations is declared invalid or not 
enforceable, the other provisions shall not 
be affected thereby, but shall continue in 
full force and effect.

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Neuro fibroma-tosis - looking for a cure 


"Ask me about N.F." 


By PHYLLIS NISSEN 


Chris Hollis of Reading spent 
some of his 14th birthday in a 
meeting with President Reagan. 

And some of his 14th birthday 
in a meeting with his doctors at 
the Jimmy Fund Clinic. 

Chris's photo has been in the 
Globe and Newsweek, his face on 
WBZ-TV. He likes spending time 
with basketball hall-of-famer K.C. 
Jones, and the feeling is mutual. 

Chris takes life in stride and 
with great good humor - the fame 
and the pain. At the age of two 
and a half, he was diagnosed with 
neurofibromatosis. 

“Neuro-fibroma-tosis”: Since 
that diagnosis, his parents and 
friends - reflecting his irrepress- 
ible spirit - have built a network 
of people helping people, which 
ranges from the best doctors in the 
land to a solid core of local resi- 
dents who lend their time and 
expertise to one common goal: 
finding a cure and treatment for 
NF, 

Chris works, plays, Studies, and 
sleeps at the Massachusetts Bay 
Area headquarters of NF, Inc. His 
father Jeff is chapter president. 
His mother Barbara edits the 
Massachusetts and national news- 
letters, among many other activi- 
ties. 


whatever needs doing. “I work 
with the computer, with corre- 
spondence, coordinate events, do 
a lot of education-type things and 
presentations. My actual title is 
treasurer.” 

But it could very well be 
‘ambassador of NF.’ 


From the “ask me about NF” 
bumper-sticker on her car to the 
two busy phone lines in her home, 
multiple posters in the living 
room, and television tuned right to 
the latest NF public service 
announcements, Barbara Hollis is 
a wealth of information about NF: 
latest medical technology to emo- 
tional effect on family. 

“We send out about 10,000 
newsletters nationally, and the 
Mass. chapter has a mailing list of 
about 1200 which expands every 
day,” she says. “Our basic purpos- 
es are to make the public more 
aware of neurofibromatosis; edu- 
cate physicians - bec: 
them don’t know anything about 
it; raise research money to find its 
cause, Cure and treatment; and 
support those families or individu- 
als afflicted with NF.” 

Neurofibromatosis can cause 
tumors to form on the nerves any- 
where, in or on the body, at any 
lume, 

A progressiv curological, 
genetic disorder affecting all races 


“I'm sort of a jack-of-all- 
trades,” she says, of her role in the 
Mass. chapter where she does 


and sexes equally, NF is associat- 
ed with learning disabilit 
tumors, hearing loss, vision 
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impairment, skeletal defects, 
epilepsy, and cancer, 

About half the NF cases are 
hereditary; half, “spontaneous 
mutations.” The disease strikes 
one in 3,000 - although with 
more and more people coming out 
of the closet, Hollis is convinced 
those statistics will change. 

More common than muscular 
dystrophy or cystic fibrosis, NF 
has no cure. 

Christopher's story is typical; 
his spirit, amazing. “For the first 
two and a half years of his life, we 
didn’t know what was wrong with 
him,” says Hollis. “We had a top 
pediatrician in the area and he'd 
never scen a case of NF. 
Christopher had no outward signs 
other than his cafe-au-lait spots 
which look just like birthmarks. 

“Until the tumor in his brain hit 
the optic nerve and hypothalamus 
region, we didn’t know what the 
problem was. 

“Then we found out real quick- 
ly.” 

Two and a half-year-old Chris 
underwent seven wecks of 
radiation: five days a week of 
travel to and from Brigham and 
Women's Hospital, and being “put 
out” so he would stay perfectly 
still for the minute-and-a-half 
treatment. 

“That took us anywhere from 
two hours to five hours, depend- 
ing on how well he got knocked 
out,” says Hollis, “That radiation 
probably has been the major rea- 
son for his learning disabilities. It 
was ‘whole head radiation,’ the 
same type leukemia yourgsters 
got back then.” 

Eight years with no complica- 
tions of any kind, other than deal- 
ing with schooling and learning 


“and they found a tumor next to 
his brain stem, blocking off the 
fourth ventricle where the fluid 
drains into the spinal column.” 

Hospitalization, on the spot. 
“He went in for eight and a half 
hours of neurosurgery,” says 
Hollis, “and proceeded to spend 
the next six weeks in the hospital, 
recuperating. Some damage was 
done - the right side of his face 
was paralyzed so his right eye 
doesn’t shut all the way. And he 
can’t smile on that side of his 
face.” 

Surgery, followed by six months 
of chemotherapy, through the 
Jimmy Fund at Dana Farber. “It 
was hell,” says Hollis. “He went 
through four transfusions, and you 
know what is always in the back 
of your mind with transfusions. 
This was four years ago. They did 
screen for AIDS, but you just 
don’t know,” 

Four years passed. Another eye 
checkup. Discovery of the same 
tumor, growing. “We went 
through the trauma of the fact that 
the last surgeon had left this area 
so we had to deal with a new 

ne,” says Hollis. “Christopher 
went back in for another six and a 
half hours of neurosurgery and 
they were able to remove a little 
bit more of the tumor - because 
neurosurgical techniques had 
improved so much.” 

After recuperating for five 
months, Chris underwent radia- 
tion, again, “This is one of the 
new up-and-coming techniques 
revolutionizing treatments of 
brain tumors in areas you can’t 
reach with surgery,” says Hollis. 

“When he was two and a half, 
massive radiation went all over 
him. This time - with stereo-tactic 
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disabilities. “Then he went for a 


s radiosurgery - a computer calcu- 
routine eye checkup,” says Hollis, 


lated about 1,000 different angles 
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All the radiation ended up at the 
same site but the rest of the brain 
only received as much as you'd 
get in a dental X-ray.” 

So far. So good, 

Meanwhile, back in the family 

. “The siblings have their own 
emotional str says Hollis, 
“They're dealing with ‘Gee, I 
don’t want to bother mom and dad 
with my own problem because it’s 
so tiny compared to what my 
brother has to deal with.’ 
Particularly in their tecnage 
years.” Chris has a 17-year-old 
sister, Jennifer. 

“And then they have to tell their 
friends their brother or sister has 
NF,” she continues. “Half of them 
can’t even say it themselves. 
Their friends ask what it is. Then 
there’s the fear ‘maybe I'll get it, 
maybe I have it or maybe I'll pass 
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it on to my kids.’ Fortunately, 
we've been very lucky with our 
daughter.” 

Throughout the years, the 
Hollis’ have dedicated themselves 
to the local and national NF orga- 
nization, an involvement which 
came about when Lynnfield jew- 
eler Barkey Gulezian introduced 
them to Karen and Bert Peluso of 
Lynnfield, whose daughter Mia 
has NF. 

“When Christopher was diag- 
nosed with this, 10 and a half 
years ago, we didn’t know where 
to turn,” says Hollis. “The only 
information we could find was in 
German. The doctor didn’t really 
have much to give us.

tical night” at the NF research lab 
in Charlestown; a Giggles 
Comedy Night at Prince because 
“NF is not funny”; a bowlathon 
sponsored by the Wakefield 
Bowladrome; a night with some 
ex-Bruins arranged by Michael 
O'Neil of Wakefield; a fashion 
show put together by Burlington’s 
and Ruth's Rick Segel, who has 
already served as auctioneer at an 
NF fundraiser. 

Through Hoilis’ efforts, local 
pediatrician and new NF trustee 
Dr. Howard Rashba is trying to 
educate other physicians. 

In the last several years, NF 
research has made more progress 
than in the last hundred - because 
of people like the Hollis’ and 
Pelusos. “Massachusetts alone 
gave $200,000 to research last 
year,” says Hollis. “That was all 
raised through fundraisers and a 
matching grant, and went to Mass. 
General’s NF research lab, one of 
the top in the world.” 


Hollis’ most important goal, 
besides research, is reaching out 
to other families. “It can be a 
frightening and very lonely time 
out there,” she says. “We get calls 
all the time from people who have 
just found out about NF and us. 

“All of us have basically been 
through the stages you go through 
with a chronic progressive disor- 
der. Each one can take a real emo- 
tional toll, and a big time commit- 
ment. Financially, it’s overwhelm- 
ing - even if you have very good 
insurance.” 

Living with NF is like living 
with a time bomb. “My son has 
five sets of doctors - an opthamol- 

gist, endocrinologist plus the NF 
clinic, radiation and chemothera- 
py teams - and he never goes 
more than three months without 
seving one of them. Getting him 
to all the appointments and mak- 
ing sure everybody’s communi- 
cating are huge time commit- 
ments.” 

Physical education major and 
former basketball coach in 
Winchester and Reading, Hollis is 
right on top of time and timing - 
even if giving “quality time” to 
NF and her family means working 
‘round the clock. 

She speaks glowingly of Chris’s 
education at Reading’s Barrows 
Elementary School and Lynnfield 
Middle School; fine, and caring 
teachers - like Barrows’ Claire 
Flynn and Louise Flippin and 
Lynnfield’s John Miller and Kim 
Brooks - who mirror his enthusi- 
asm with their own; many local 
residents who respond generously 
to such simple fundraisers as can- 
isters in various stores about the 
towns. 

“We find if somebody opens the 
door for us, we can always sell 
our program,” she says. “At the 
trustees meeting, people opened 
new doors for us - and we're real- 
ly going to benefit. Here in 
Reading, Arnold Berger opened 
doors through Rotary that are 
already paying off. And Don 
Welford of Reading Shirt & 
Trophy has been wonderful to us. 
That's the kind of help you can’t 
pay for, but that pays back many 
times. 

“A hundred percent of our net 
proceeds have gone into research 
here in Massachusetts. They have 
now identified NF-1 on chromo- 
some 22 and NF-2 on 17, and they 
are working on cloning the gene 
to find out where it gets altered. 
At the same time, they’re trying to 
discover ways to treat tumors peo- 
ple already have - that’s where 
Chris’ hope lies. Two years ago, 
the National Institutes of Health 
had their first symposium on NF - 
the time we're all putting in is 
really paying off.” 

Still much to be done; the ulti- 
mate reward just around the cor- 
ner, getting closer. 

“The psychological rewards - 
when the doctor says your money 
is making a difference in NF 
research - make you forget about 
all those early morning and late 
night hours,” says Hollis. “I was 
up at 5:30 this morning trying to

The Massachusetts Audubon 
Society's Third Annual Bird 
Feeder Survey was the most suc- 
cessful ever, thanks to the thou- 
sands of avid birdwatchers who 
responded, according to the 
Society.

“Everybody’s amazed at how 
positive and well adjusted he is, 
and how happy-go-lucky he can 
be - considering that in his 14 
years, he’s had to suffer more 
medical problems than most 
adults will ever have to suffer in 
their whole lifetime. 

“He’s one fabulous kid.”

mon species in terms of total 
numbers, in order of abundance, 
were: the house sparrow, black- 
capped chickadee, dark-eyed 
junco, mourning dove, European 
Starling, bluejay, house finch, 
American goldfinch, pine siskin 
and northern cardinal. 

The surprise in this group, 
according to Perkins, was the pine 
siskin, which made the top ten list 
largely on the strength of numer- 
ous reports from western Massa- 
chusetts. The numbers of this 
species occurring in the winter 
months fluctuates greatly from 
year to year. The survey showed 
that compared to 1988 and 1989, 
1990 was "an excellent siskin 
year,” said Perkins, 

Another surprise was the abun- 
dance and distribution of Carolina 
wrens and red-bellied woodpeck- 
ers, two species which are only 
recently colonized Massachusetts 
from the south. Formerly, both of 
these species occurred almost 
exclusively in southeastern Mas- 
sachusetts, but this year’s survey 
indicates that their overall num- 
bers have increased and that both 
species now appear in the north- 
em and westem parts of the state. 

"An estimated total of no fewer 
than 20 red-bellied woodpeckers 
included birds reported from as 
far north as Wilbraham, Ware and 
Westfield, while at least 85 
Carolina wrens were distributed 
virtually statewide!" stated 
Perkins. 


Perkins described another 
interesting pattern which emerged 
from the results: the suggestion 
that some widespread but rare 
winter residents are probably 
more common than previously 
thought. Normally, for example, 
sharp-shinned hawks are seldom 
observed in the Commonwealth in 
February. This year, however, a 
preliminary extrapolation of the 
survey shows that nearly 150 of 
these tiny hawks (the smaller 
males being roughly the size of a 
bluejay) were reported from bird 
feeders statewide. Since this fig- 
ure represents a total from only 
those sightings at feeders that 
were reported, it is reasonable to 
assume that the actual number of 
sharp-shinned hawks in the state 
is much higher, 

The visitor to the most feeders, 
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Coverage. 
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for the third year in a row, was the 
black-capped chickadee, The state 
bird visited roughly 88% of all 
feeders reported in the survey, 
with an average of seven or eight 
birds per feeder. 

"By a conservative extrapola- 
tion, this probably amounts to 
nearly a million chickadees in the 
state this winter," said Perkins, 

This year's total of exactly 50 
species was one less than last 
year, but still a great deal higher 
than the 31 species reported in 
1988, Some of the most interest- 
ing sightings among the 50 were 
the wild turkey, pileated wood- 
pecker, yellow-bellied sapsucker, 
Cooper's hawk and winter wren, 

Only 44% (vs. 53% in 1989) of 
all respondents this year thought 
that the bird numbers at their 
feeders had declined. This may 
represent differences in weather 
patterns from) year to year, 
explained Perkins. 

"The winter of 1990 was 
snowier than 1989, and that may 
have had a significant effect on 
the appearance of the birds at 
feeders. Snow usually forces more 
birds to seek out feeders, and this 
year's survey was particularly 
snowy," he pointed out. 

Remarkably, bird feeding citi- 
zens used almost precisely the 
same amount of bird food this 
year as last: a grand total of 450 
pounds per household. 


"I think one of the most excit- 
ing discoveries is that nearly 80% 
of all participants were new to the 
survey itself," said Perkins. 

“This suggests we have only 
begun to realizé the full potential 
for gathering information about 
winter bird feeding in Mas- 
sachusetts.

‘bat houses

The bluebird house is made of 
rough cut pine, needs no painting, 
Sixty-eight percent of the 
Bluebird’s diet is insects especial- 
ly grasshoppers, crickets, beetles 
and caterpillars. Start a bluebird 
trail with three or more houses. 
New housing development with 
limited tree growth are ideal situa- 
tions for this type of trail. Other 
competitors for the houses include 
Tre llows, House Wrens, 
Chickad Titmice, Nuthatches 
and House Sparrows. 

Bats eat 500 mosquitoes and 
other insects an hour. They have 
lost their natural roosting areas in 
old trees, buildings and caves. 
This house will hold 40 bats.

“OPEN FOR SEASON 
The Massachusetts Department 

sof Environmental Management 
(DEM) has announced the open- 
ing of the state's forests, parks and 
‘beaches. 

+ "Lam happy to announce that 
:some of our most popular recre- 
ations areas are now fully ser- 
‘viced," said DEM Commissioner 
Richard Kendall. "Parks that have 
traditionally been the most heavi- 
ly visited will be fully staffed and 
the public will have full use of 
these facilities. 

"Our plan is to open as many 
of our facilities as possible for full 
use and enjoyment by the public," 
Kendall added. “At this time, 
since we do not have a final bud- 
get for Fiscal 1991, we can't say 
how many of our facilities beyond 
these 27 that we will be able to 
operate at full strength." 

Kendall says the public will be 
able to gain access to all of 
DEM's nearly 200 facilities this 
year, although some will not be 
able to offer a full complement of 
activities. At this time, Kendall 
anticipates that many parks may 
be operated at what he called a 
‘custodial level" of staffing. 

These custodially staffed parks 
will be open to the public, but 
they will have minimal staffing 
levels and therefore will not offer 
a full range of services. For exam- 
ple, restrooms may not be open 
due to lack of staff to clean them; 
vehicular access may be restrict- 
ed; and swimming areas may not 
have lifeguards. 

"Over the past two years, our 
budget has been reduced by more 
than 20%," Kendall said. "We 
have not been able to absorb these 
budget reductions without suffer- 
ing losses in service,
